7. (new) A method of applying a solid substance capable 
of application by heating to a substrate, comprising the 
steps of subjecting the substance to a rotating or 
vibrating motion and pressing the rotating or vibrating 
substance to a substrate surface, whereby the substance in 
contact with the substrate melts and applies to the 
substrate . 

8. (new) The method of claim 7, wherein the solid 
substance capable of application by heating comprises a 
hot-melt adhesive . 
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
